The 
present eeiious situation in Canton is

can they ever wholly rid themselves of it. 
I have examined over 300 workmen, and' 
yet I found that only eight of them had;

I found his hair of a natural color. On 
the other hand, 1 found another polisher 
who had a green beard. Even animals' 
hair becomes green under such condi- 
tions. 
This was clearly proved to me 


by the discolored hair of a goat which 
used to frequent a certain copper factory 
and which used to drink daily without 
any evil results the water in which tbe 
copper was washed. 


"In the case of workmen the hair of 


the head and beard changes color more 
often than that of the eyebrows, and, as 
a rule, the beard changes first. On men 
with white or fair hair the change can 
be noticed more readily than those with 
dark hair. Another peculiar fact is that 
after some years the green may disap- 
pear from the hair, provided the work- 
man is no longer employed at this trade. 
I knew one old man whose hair, which 
was very green while he was working 
at copper, became Snow white soon after 
he ceased to work. On the other hand, 
a story is told of a workman whose hair, 
which was white while he was at work, 
became green within five months after 
he had stopped working. 


''In the cases which I studied the 


green was spread evenly over the whole 
hair, which is curious in view of the 
fact that two other scientists who have 
been studying this subject discovered 
more green at the roots of the hair than 
anywhere else. The color itself, I found 
varied from the lightest green to the very 
darkest."

The announcement of Great Brian's 


purpose to build three battleships of 
18,000 tons displacement, and carrying 
heavier batteries than are installed on 
any warships afloat, arouses consider 
dble interest among naval men in Wash 
iagton -who are surprised that euoh ti 
departure should be made, in view of 
recent declarations that Great Britian's 
largest vessels hereafter would not 
ciceed 1*2,600 tons. 


Hoar Admiral Hiclborn, the chief de 


signer, and others who have been asso 
dated ^rith the building of the new 
navy believe that no great advantages 
can be secured in such immense battle 
ships, and that the increase of battery 
power, which is the only advantage se 
cured, does not justify the increased 
displacement, draught and engine pow 
er, with no appreciable advance iu speed 
or defensive powers. 


Admiral Hichborn said: "I believe 


the highest typo of battleship existing 
is that recently designed for our navy, 
and for whioh contracts have been 
awarded in tho paat month. Thoeo ves 
sels are of 15,000 tons displacement, 18 
knots, and carry guns that can throw 
more metal than any known ship ol 
their BIZO iifloat.
